The follov/ing events regarding the acsasslnatlon of the late 
Pjresident Kennedy, are outlined to the best of -my knov/ledge, 
:io . statement Is based upon Information released by any" foiin 
of news media. * • 

On Friday, Nov. 22, 1963 1 I W 3 .s working on the 8 am to. 4 pm 
shift of the Secret Service White House Detail, and was 
under the supervision of ATSAIC Emory Roberts., Other agents 
working that day were Jack Ready, Don Lawton, Glen Bennett, 
and two a^^ents assigned to Mrs. Kennedy, Clint Kill and 
Paul Landis . 



The Presldjsntlal aircraft, AF 1, arrived at Dallas Love 
Field, Dallas, Texas, at approximately 11:40 am on Nov. 22, 
1963 . The above-mentioned agents departed the front. of the 
aircraft and assumed protective positions around the President 
when he departed c,he rear exit of AF 1. The President 
walked dote to a large crowd and shook hands with the people 

for anp3?oxlaately 5 or 10 alnuies. He then stepped Into the 

Presidential limousine, an open car, and v/as seat ed t o the. 
rir“ht of I-!rs. Ke'nnedy, In the rear seat . Ub ve mo r ""iShnally 
and his wife were seated In th;- ^ump seats of the car, directly 
in front of the President and i-'rs. k^nnedy. The Governor was 
seated to the right of his wife.^ASAIC Roy Kellerman was 
seated in the right front seat of the limousine. 

As the motorcade departed Love Field, the President's car 
was closely follov:ed by the Secret Service follow-up car, 
which maintained its position throughout the wvents of the day. 
Agent Roberts v/as seated In the iront seat of the follow-up 
oar, —next to the driver. Kenneth O'Donnell was seated to the * 
left of David Powers, in the Jump seats of the car. A.vents 
George Hickey, a dJ^i^er,- and Glen Bennett, were in the rear 
-seat, with Bennett on Hickey's right. Agents Ready and Landis 
rode the right running board, with. Landis behind Ready, and 
agent Cllnt.^ Hill- and I rode the left running board. Kill being 
in front of* me. 



- -The- motorcade was scheduled to last approximately 45 minutes i . 

’.As we passed through downtown Dallas, crowds we requite 
heavy, and two motorcycles, on either flank' of tho Tresident— 
lal vehicle, were of considerable assistance in keeping the 
motorcade clear, ^ 



As the motorcade, cleared the- main downtown area, it made a . 
right turn, went a- ■oroxlmAAely one block, and then executed' . . 
a. left turn. After this turn, there was ehsentlally no eroyd, 
and green - expanses of lawn stretched to the r^ht and left pf

Directly in front of ns was an undemass with a green slm 
with. white lettering, stating ".Jiterins Thornton Freeway . 

The- Presidential vehicle was approximately 200 feet from 
the underpass when the first shot was^ flr«d, follovred in 
Quick succession hy two more. *I viould. estinate that all .. f • 
three shots were fired within 5 seconds. After the second- 
shot, I looked at the President and witnessed his heihg 
struck in the head by the third and last shot. By that tine, 
yr. Roberts had used ihe radio in our car to- direct the 
vehicles to a hospital. Kost, if not all the a-ents in the 
fcllow-un car had' drawn their weapons, and. agent Hickey 
was handiln?: the AR-15- None of us could determine the origjJi 
of the shots, and no shots v/ere fired by any agent. 

Upon arrival at the hospital, agent Pemett and I escorted 
then Vice-President Johnson into a vacsuit treatment room. 
A'xents Youngblood and Klvett stayed v/lth him while agent 
Day lor and I stood nearby. Agent B'.::nnett established 
L-curity outside the door to the room. 

The shootin'v occured at approxlme.tely-^2:25 pnrp*=and we had 
T^eached the "hospital at approxinately 12:30 pm. 

Shortly after 1:30 pm, -he Vice-President and 11^. Johnson » 
were taken to Love Field and -nlaced aboard AF 1. AgSnts 
Lawton, Ready, and I established security around the aircraft. 
Within a short time, Mrs. Kennedy, accompanying the body of 
President Kennedy, arrived at Love Field, and boarded AF 1. 

AF 1 then departed Dallas, Texas, at what I think was about 
2 : 15 pm . . 

At 3:15 nm, acenta Roberts, Lawton, Ready, and I departed 
Dallas, Texas^via AP.6970j the back-up plane, and arrived- ^ 
at Andrews Air*Force Base at 6:30 pm» We all then returned -o 
the White Bouse, and submitted summarized reports of the day a 
events to Hr. Roberts.
